ANOTHER ROYAL SUICIDE 



Mysterious Death of Prince Boudoiu, 
Heir to the Throne of 
Belgium. 

Stories Freely Circulated that it is 
a Kepetitlou of Priuce 
Rudolph's Case. 



Excitement in Brussels, Where the 
Priuce was Very Popular 
with all Classes. 



Brussels, Jan. 23. — Great excitement 
and consternation has been caused by tho 
announcement of the death of Prince 
Random, nephew of King Leopold and heir 
to the throne, which occurred at 3 o'clock 
this morning. The alleged cause of death 
was bronchitis, but as it had'not been known 
that the prince was ill tho sudden announce- 
ment of his death gives riso to painful 
rumors. Tho Prince was born Juno 3, 18G9. 
He was son of Prince Phillipe. the king's 
brother, and Princess Mario of Hoheuzol- 
lern. 

Already telegrams of condolence are pour- 
ing in upon the royal household from all 
parts of Europe. Among the first to arrive 
were dispatches from Queen Victoria, 
Princo and Princess of Wales. 

London, Jan. 23. — It is now claimed that 
Prince Boudoin's death was caused by a 
complication of smallpox, bronchitis and 
hemorrhage. The populace of Brussels are 
much enraged at the prince's doctor, who, 
they say, blundered in the case. The. 
prince was about to be betrothed to his 
cousin, Princess Clementine, daughter of 
King Leopold. 



London, Jan. 23, — Thu death of Prince 
Boudoiu, heir to the throne of Belgium, has 
taken the place of the Bedford suicide as 
the reigning sensation. Everybody is talk- 
ing about the strange coincidence of the 
fatality that pursues all who were connected 
with the attempted conquest of Mexico. 
Maximilian, brother of the Austrian Em- 
peror, and Napoleon's puppet on the Mexi- 
can throne, was executed^ by the Mexicans, 
and Princo Rudolph, his 'nephew, and heir 
to the throne of Austria, committed suicide 
on account of an intrigue. Maximilian's 
widow, Carlotta, is hopelessly insane, and 
her nephew, Prince Boudoiu, heir to the 
throne of Belgium, is believed to have 
taken his own life. Leopold is said to be 
plunged in the deepest grief by tho unhappy 
occurrences, coming at a time when a grave 
crisis exists in the state on account 
of the universal suffrage agitation. 
The next heir to the throne, 
Prince Albert of Flapdors, is but 15 
years of age, and ia in far from good health. 
As the Salic law prevails in Belgium, ex- 
cluding females from the tin one, the king- 
dom would be in serious danger of u civil 
war should young Albert die and King 
Leopold also. Leopold, however, is not 
yet an old man and is in tairly vigorous 
health. Owing to the near relationship of 
King Leopold to Queen Victoria, aristo- 
cratic gossip is rather reserved on the 
subject of the Boudoiu death, but in quar- 
ters not so much affected by court influence, 
the opinion is freely uttered that it is a re- 
petition of Prince Rudolph's case and 
another instance of the growing disposition 
among younger members of royal houses to 
break through the trammels of pomp and 
form, and full in lovo with whom they 
pleuso. King Leopold, it is said, although 
generally indulgent alike to his children 
and relations, undertook personally 

TO BREAK DP AN ATTACHMENT 

which Prince Boudoin had formed for a 
lovely plebeian employed in training Prin- 
cess Josephine. The attachment wus dis- 
covered only recently, although un intrigue 
had been going on for over a year, and a 
prince is said to have been born who will 
never figure in the list of the royal family. 
Prince Boudoiu is said to have actually 
shocked the royul house by proposing to 
marry the woman ho loved, even at the cost 
of forfeiting his princely position, thus fol- 
lowing the exanipio of Princo Oscar of Swe- 
den, who threw up all his princely titles to 
marry Miss Monk ; but King Leopold 
would not have it. lie drove the unhappy 
mistress, with her child, out of 
Belgium, with provision for their 
support, provided sho should never 
see Boudoin ugain, and the Prince 
either committed suicido or, as others be- 
lieve, died of a broken heart. Such is tho 
popular story current to - day in every 
capital or throne of Europe, and there is 
reason to believe it is true in substance. 
The greatest excitement prevails in Brus- 
sels, where the populace was already very 
much aroused over the agitation for 
universal suffrage, and it is believed that 
the ability of the government to resist tho 
radical demands will he seriously weakened 
by tho royal misfortune, as Prince Boudoin 
was popular, and*people of all classes hud 
confidence in his ability to direct tho affairs 
of tho kingdom. 



A MISCHIEVOUS MEDIUM. 

Causes a Woman To Poison Urrae'.f and Her 
Three Little Children— Mother and One 
Child Deiul. 

Brockton, Mass., Jan. 22. — Mrs. Hud- 
wig-Auderson, wife of Louis Anderson, pur- 
chased a drachm of morphine to-duy, and 
when her husband hud left for his work, 
she mixed the ontiro quantity and divided 
it into parts, guvo ono each to hor threo 
children, aged five, four and two years, and 
took one-fourth of tho drink herself. Sho 
then retired to her chamber taking the child- 
ren with her with the intention of never 
waking again. Her brother, by mere acci- 
dent, returned to the house and, finding all 
quiet, proceeded to investigate, und on en- 
tering nis sister's room found her and the 
children in a stupor. Be called three 
doctors, and, alter hornio efforts, the 
mother and children were brought to con- 
sciousness, but rapidly sank ugain and are 
now expected to dio at any moment. The 
cause attributed for this rash act is jealousy. 
Sho consulted u medium, who told her that 
her husband was keeping company with 
other women, and sho resolved to commit 
suicide. 

BROCKTON, MnBS., Jon. 23,— Mrs, Ander- 
son who last night took poison herself and 
also gave it to her throe children, died to- 



day, after suffering great agony. The 
oldest child is still in a stupor and is not 
expected to live. Another died last night. 
Geo. H. George, better known as M. 
George the astrologer, who, it is alleged, 
told Mrs. Anderson her husband' was un- 
faithful, has been arrested on a complaint 
that he was an accessory before the fact to 
Mrs. Anderson's suicide. Ho has long fol 
lowed astrology, travelling from town to 
town in the winter and in summer following 
spiritualism. Ho was brought before 
Judge Reed, who continued the case until 
Tuesday morning, and George, in-doCaii.lt of 
{'2,000 bonds, remains in juil.

A HAWAIIAN LEGEND. 



When a Ked Pish Enters the Harbor 
of Honolulu the Crowned Head 
Must Die. 



The Fish was Seen on November 10tb, 
and Kalakaua Knew- It— A 
Strange Story. 



Denver, Col., Jan. 23. — The Republican 
publishes the following from their corres- 
pondent at Honolulu, dated January 9th: 

His Majesty King Kalakaua has taken 
his last look on the throne, on his palace 
and on his people in his own pretty little 
Honolulu. He left on > November 20th on 
the flagship Charleston by special- request 
from Admiral Brown to accept his hospital- 
ity to San Francisco, after which he intend- 
ed making- an extended tour hi -the States, 
and possibly Europe, accompanied by his 
chumberluin. Now comes the sad part of 
story. An old Hawaiian legend, from time 
immemorablo, is that when- a red 
fish enters tho harbor tho crowned 
head must die shortly. A red 
fish on November 10th mado his fiery 
appearance, and was seen by tho credulous 
natives, and although, some incredulous 
Yankees claimed that, tho chamberlain and 
Princess knew how the red fish came there, 
still tho King, with his fabulous health, and 
mental and physical training, in the full 
vigor of life and only 5-t years old, has 
gradually failed, grown of an ushen hue, 
wrinkled and old, since the news of tho red 
fish reached his ears. Tho wrangle for 
supremacy between tho whites and his 
people made legislative work on him harder 
this term than ever.. The public belief 
is that his chamberlain will see that he is 
returned to his native land in a metallic 
box, to be interred with other royalty. 
The report has been extensively circulated 
of tho red fish, though there is an opinion 
afloat that thu chamberlain and princess, 
who will take tho throne, know how tho fish 
was towed into tho harbor. Be that as it 
may, the king must succumb. His cham- 
berlain is a very oily white man, a fact 
which is well known among many of 
tho respectable citizens hete, of whom 
wo quoted the ubove information. Tho 
Princess is a married lady, and she is re- 
ported to he hand in glove with tho cham- 
berlain, and the Queen cannot speak 
English, so they have it their own way. 
In the depth of Colonel McFarlane's soul 
ho sees visions ahead of him, viz., when the 
throne is overthrown, which has been 
planned, he will have a republic, and Col. 
McEurlane will !>.- president. He will be a 
survival of tho fittest. Kalakaua must go.

The Attacks of the "Times" Upon

THE TIMES' ATTACK ON DAKK735T ENftlUlHtK 

London, Jan. 23. — The prolonged attacks 
of tho Times on General Booth and his- 
" Darkest England " scheme have at last 
resnlted'in a libel suit, proceedings having 
boon instituted against the Times for saying 
that Bramwell Booth had admitted making 
a false statement. Gen. Booth's best 
answer to his accusera, however, is the 
active steps he is taking for the relief of 
tho terrible misery now existing/in London. 
Iu addition to the Salvation -Army shelters 
he has opened an " ark " in South London, 
and throngs are already filling the rooms at 
the moderate charge of sixpence a day for 
lodging and food. 

IMPORTATION OF AMUKICAN- CATTLE, 

German importers and merchants are 
taking advuntueo ot the relaxation of the 
rules against the Americau cattle trade, and 
ono Hamburg firm has arranged to receive 
25,000 live cattle, from New Ybrk,. within 
one year. 

TRAOEDV IN A llALL-ROOMl. 

A tragedy is reported from the Austrian 
court. Count Wolkenstein, who- is- grand 
steward and one of the Imperial chamber- 
lains, while giving a ball in the palace at 
Lernberg, suddenly fell dead, off apoplexy, 
in the middle of a cotillion. It broke up 
tho ball. 

THE SCOTCH STRIKE! 

Scotch strike made its appearance in the 
House of Commons to-day. A. Chan- 
ning, Gladstoniau, moved that the excessive 
hours of railway servants were a grave in- 
justice to the men and a constant source of 
danger to the public, and that the Board of 
Trade be directed to direct a limitation of 
the hours. Mr. Howarth, Conservative, 
suggested the appointment of' a local com- 
mission to enquire into this and other labor 
questions. In answer to a question, Sir- 
Michael Hicks Beach said that the Board 
of Trade had not the authority, to interfere 
in the Scotch strike, although it had result- 
ed in a partial suspension of traffic. 

THE BEDFORD lNQtMSOTV 

Home Secretary Matthews, in the House 
of Commons to-day, denied that there had 

been any departure from the usual custom, 
in the inquest of the Duke of Bedford. It 
was held with open doors, undi if the press 
did not find out it was going to be held, it 
was no fault of the coroner. 



RETURN OF MR; VERNON. 

His Experiences- on tho Othor Hide of tho- 
Atluntlc— Great Interest iu British 
Columbia.. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon, Minister of Lands and 
Works, on his return from the other side 
of the Atlantic, was, last night, called upon 
by a Colonist reporter. Ho appears to-be 
in good health and spirits and reports hav- 
ing had a very pleasant time personally, al- 
though he is only just recovering from La 
Grippe. As concerns the public business 
which he has transacted that, ho said, he 
must first communicate to his colleagues, 
after which the people's representatives and 
the public would, receive information. Con- 
siderable attention wa« being paid 
in the Mother land to Canada, and 
to this province in particular, there being 
among others many men of wealth who 
were seriously consideriug the advisability 
of sending out their sous to the Pacific 
Coast. Their attention had been directed 
here by the increased information that was 
now obtainable, as to the fertility of the 
soil, the immense mineral wealth, .the im- 
portance of the fishery and other industries, 
and the excellent financial standiug of tho 
province. Indeed, iu this luttor respect 
British Columbia stood higher than any 
province of the Dominion or colony of the 
empire. Several wealthy capitalists spoko 
of comiug here, while mining experts were 
to be sent to make the most careful surveys 
and examinations. He wus ' in England 
ouring the financial excitement arising 
out of tho troubles of Baring Bros, 
and during part of the Purnellite 
difficulty. He had visited the Continent, 
and even there the inquiries as to British 
Columbia were numerous and minute. In- 
deed, he might say that, while in Ottawa, 
tho Belgian Consul had explained to him a 
proposal which was very favorably enter- 
tained by sor. e of the other provinces. That 
was for the latter to contribute towards the 
expenso of sending a delegation of experts 
to look into the conditions of Canada as re- 
garded their own specialty, whether it wese 
the natural industry ot farming or the 
development and utilization of caul 
aud iron. It was pointed out 
to him that the books ordinarily sent out 
by tho colonies did not sufficiently enter 
into details, and, moreover, wero not writ- 
ten in t >,e language of tho people who re- 
quired the information. On the otho-' h nd 
the experts to bo sent would bo men of 
uuthoiity and iufluenco, and their opinions 
would bo accepted, without quost.on, us 
being unbiassed. There wus, he was as- 
sured, a coiisiaenibie amount oi French and 
Belgian capital seeking investment ubroud, 
all that was wanted to secure it being satis- 
factory ussuxances that it would not be 
thrown away. 

Ho had been through some parts of the 
congested districts oi Ireland, and 
had been satisfied that, on tho 
whole, Rt. Hon. Mr. Balfour's efforts 
to alleviate tho existing distress were 
highly appreciated, and had been produc- 
tive of very great benefit. He had spoken 
about railway development with a number 
of well known men oi enterprise und wealth, 
but they had assured him that, however de- 
sirous they might bo to go into the work of 
railway building, it would bo impossible to 
do so upon a land grant alone, no matter 
how large. There wus a very considerable 
number of well-to-do furmors who had their 
oycB upon British Columbia, una for their 
information Sir Charles Tupper bad ex- 



pressed his desire to obtain all 
the latest information, particularly that 
gained by tho parties of surveyors 
who had returned last Fall, and whose re- 
ports, together with maps and other facts, 
it was intended to place in convenient and 
readable shape without unnecessary delay. 
Indeed, there was a great amount of anxious 
expectation on the othar side with regard to> 
this matter. Sir Charles Tupper wished to 
put these pamphlets, as early as possible, in 
the best channels for distribution,, so that 
they might be made available this spring. 
He had spent Christmas at his old home in 
Ireland, and on New Year's Day had 
sailed for New York by the 
S\S. Britannic. He had had conversation* 
in Montreal with a number of persons who 
appeared to take an interest in the Pacific 
coast, the C.P.R. authorities being specially 
desirons of securing official information for 
the use of intending emigrants. At Ottawa be 
had a satisfucl o y interview with Sir John 
Maedonuld, who was hale and hearty and in 
the bests of spirits. Hon. Mr. Dewdney 
assured him that lie was prepared to do all 
in his power to advanco the interests of 
British Columbia, while Hon Mr. Carting', 
had invited him to visit the Experimental 
farm, but press of business had prevented 
his (loin or so. At Montreal and th» 
East there was a great deal of. 
snow, and it was very cold,' but this .had 
gradually disappeared until/.as he got to 
Kamloops, the b mpcrature w^is like that of 7 
summer. Mr. Vernon made a number off 
iuquiries as to matters in goneral, and ex- 
pressed himself as well pleased to get back, 
home again. 



RUMORS FROM OTTAWA 



Of an Early Dissolution of Parlia- 
ment and an Appeal to

While There is Some Truth - in the 

Statements, Nothing- Haa Been; , ; 
Decided Upon. 



Toao-NTO, Jan. 23.— It would, seem, cc- 
eording to a dispatch from the capital, pub- 
lished in to-day's Globe, that there is some 
ground for the rumors of an early dissolu- 
tion of parliament and an appeal to tho 
country. The dispatch; says that tbav.Gov- 
ernor-General had been requested i to sign 
some document of the most importance and 
urgency, which the premier himself took to 
Pideau Hall on Wednesday, " His Excel-, 
lency," the dispatch continues, "asked for 
some time to consider; it, and proceeded to.

tains the rooms of the Privy Council, the- 
meeting place of the cabinet. A' Cabinet 
council waslcslled far ufefoas -o'clock. His 
KxcaUenoy ientvfor. tha Premier rimI they 
were closeted together for. an. hour or more. 
It is believed the first minisser is seeking to 
sbtatn His Excellency's sanction to a disso- 
lution, and that Lord Stanley has offered 
objections which Sir Joha> Macdonald- is. 
trying to answer. 

Tub ColokistQ Ottawa correspondent 
sent tho following last night :. All sorts of 
rubbishy stories, are stili flying round by 
irresponsible parties about tho impending 
dissolution of parliament, aod, to-day, even 
went so far as ta fix the dotes for polling. 
One corresponds insisted that a cabinet 
minister said Fobruary 2S;hftd been selected, 
but when he discovered ho had been fooled, 
the newspaper man subsided. The,Colon- 
ist's correspondent can, state positively 
thi. t while tho- governmont has been urged 
by a number oi.ita supporters tn dissolvo 
now, nothing, has been decided upon.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

FOURTH DAY. 

Friday, Jan. 23, 18'J1. 
The speaker took the chuir at 2 p.m. 
Prayers by Rev. Mr. Kiugham. 

*' KIOIIT llOUKS A DAY." 

Hon. Mu. Beaten moved the follow- 
ing resolution : — ... . 

"That this Uouso is of tho opinion 
that the principle of eight houis'constitu- 
ting a day's labor should bo adopted in 
carrying on Provincial public works, and 
that a clause should bo inserted in all 
coutrao s for such, to the effect that the 
hours making a day's work of tho work 
men and laborers to bo employed under 
it shall not be more than oight, and a 
.penalty for the violation of such provision 
by the contractor or sub-contractor should 
be included." In presenting his moti n 
to the House the hon. leader of the Op 
position remarked that the cry all over 
the world was for shorter hours of labor. 
The eight-hour day for the workingniun 
•was generally recognized in Australia, 
where it was found to be of great benefit 
to society. "Shorter hours of labor 
was a great stop in the direction of moral 
reform and better observance of the 
Sabbath, and he thought that tho adop- 
of the principle embodied in Ins resolu- 
tion would be very beneficial to British 
Columbia. High prices of manufactured 
articles had not been found in Australia 
to be the result of paying good 
wages, nor would less work 
be done in the eight hours, than in tho 
ten now recognized as the working day. 
Practical experience showed that the 
labeling man availed himself of the op- 
portunities of less working hours to odu- 
c<»e his mind and better his surround- 
ings. 

ivlR. Milnk seconded tho resolution 
and endorsed tho remarks of his leader. 
Legislation in this direction was not legis- 
lation' in advance of tho times. 

Mb. Forsteu said that while he did not 
believe in tho Government interfering 
with private interests, he thought they 
would be quite justified in reducing the 
hours of labor for thoir own employes. 
Shorter hours for tho workingman had 
made him moro manly, a better citizen 
and more efficient in his work, whmever 
tried. By increasing the efiicioncv of 
labor it would be mado cheaper in reality, 
and he thought the legislation suggested 
w»s in tho right direction 'and worthy of 
««pport. 

iixk. Oorrnv thought all were agreed 
that a reasonable shortening of the 
hours, of labor was a good thing, 
»?, if looked at merely from 
the standpoint of- profit and loss, it had 
been proved satisfactory. The Govern- 
ment should, at least, keeppacewith, if not 
lead, public sentiment, and no rash ex- 
periment would be tried if tho resolution 
before the House was adopted. If the 
question before the House was put to tho 
country, it would be carried by an ovei- 
whelming majority. 

Mr. Hall thought that any legis- 
lation of this kind would be 
very unwise ; in matters of this na- 
ture it was wiser for tho Government 
to follow the poopla than to lead them. 
He moved that the matter be referred to 
a select committee of the House, with 
power to call for persons, books and 
(Jecuments. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven dfjapproved 
itrongly of submitting a ques- 
tion of this nature to a select com 
mittee. It did not require Cthet 
sideration or investigation than c uld be 
fliven it ftt once by the Houbo, Ho 
Accused tho Attorney-General of placing 
the amendment in the hands of the hon. 
momber for Cassiar, and thus endeavor- 
ing to defeat tho resolution by a bine 
Wind, without coming forward as a manly 
opponent of the question under con- 
sideration. 

Hon. Mb. Davie explained that tho 
member for Cassiar, being now in legis- 
lative methods, had asked him to draft 
an amendment for him, and he had done 
so ; as he would for any other hon. mem- 
ber, Government or Opposition. Ho 
supported the amendment. 

Hon. Mb. Pooley thought, that the 
House was asked, at a ", n oment's notice, 
to introduce a vary Vadical change in the 
country. The House was asked to say 
that gjght; nours should constitute a day's 
l«oor in British Columbia. He had 
''heard the operation of the labor laws in 
Australia very severely criticised, 
and was not prepared to vote 
intelligently on the resolution with- 
out further consideration. The 
resolution, as it stood, was to lower the 
value of the laboring man's capital, his 
muscle, and prevent his laying-by a com- 
petency for his old age. Every man had 
a right to make as much as he could from 
his labor. At present he was not pre- 
pared to vote on the question, nnd he 
favored its reference to a select commit- 
tee, in order that reliable information 
might bo obtained. 

Mr. Rookrs heartily approved of the 
shortening of the hours of labor, but not 
of the resolution. In his district; Can- 
boo, work could only bo done at certain 
times, and a hard and fast rule as to the 
hours of labor would bo unworkable. lie 
endorsed tho amendment, as he required 
more information than he was at present 
possessed of to give an opinion on the 
subject. 

Mr. Smith did not see why a 
man working for tho Government 
ahould be p'id the samo for 
eight.hours' labor as his comrade should 
for ten. He was a friend of tho laboring 
man, but ho wanted more information, 
too. Ho would vote for the amondnient. 

Mr. Booth was not ready yet to voto 
on the resolution. There wore other 
lessons taught by the labor ' question in 
Australia than had been quoted by the 
hon. member for Victoria city. The 
Australian strikes showed how the organ- 
ized laboring men woro domineering over 
their follows, and tho ranks there were 
crowded. High wages and short hours 
filled the army of wage-earners, and dis- 
couraged mon from branching out for 
themselves in business. In tho country 
districts tho adoption of tho principle of 
tho resolution would work disastrous re 
suits, increase tho cost of production, and 
injure the farmers Ho wanted informa- 
tion, and would support tho amendment 

Mr. Keith did not think 
tho present quostion requirod thor 
information than was possessed by 
every thinking man to-day. Tho 
improvomont in the condition of 
workingmon, whoso hours of labor had 
been changed from tt? elre to ton, had 



been very marked, and the further reduc- 
tion of the working day would be equally 
beneficial. He did not believe in a hard 
and fast rule, but thought tho r solution 
could safely be passed at once. Tho 
Wellington strike was an instance of note. 
The strike had been most disastrous, and 
it arose simply from the mineis claiming 
that they could not work more than eight 
hours and tho masters asserting that they 
could. | 

Mr. Croft could not endorse 
the remarks made by the hon. 
leader of tho Opposition in regard 
to the. results of eight hour3 being 
taken as a day's labor in Australia. The 
conditions in Australia and here wero en- 
tirely different. Ho did not. believe in 
legislation in this matter, but would sup- 
port the amendment. Ho could not un- 
derstand the last speaker, who said ho 
would support the resolution, while an- 
nouncing that ho waB opp sod to a "hard 
and fast rule." 

Mr. Brown ondorBed the principle of 
the resolution, and romatkod that »11 ar- 
guments against it, so far, had been ques- 
tions of expediency and convenience moro 
than anything else. He believed that the 
resolution was a step in the right direc- 
tion, but too radical, too sudden, and too 
long a stop to be taken now. He did 
think the public would yet justify the 
stipulation that eight hours bo made a 
day s labor on contract work. He did 
not see that a committee could gain 
much information on this subject, and 
he therefore introduced an amendment 
to tho amendment, to the effect that tho 
Houso endorsed the princip'o of oight 
hours' labor, and leading up to it, would 
make nine hours a day tho standard on 
government work. 

The Si-eaker hero announced that he 
believed tho resolutions and amondmontB 
wero all out of order, as indirectly effect- 
ing the revenue. The hon. senior mem- 
ber for Vancouver city had opened his 
eyes by stating that it would certainly 
affect the cost of Government and 
therefore of private contracts. Accord- 
ing to a ruling of Mr. Speaker Mara, in 
a case parallel to this, the resolution con- 
flicted with siction 54 of the B.N. A. act, 
and he therefore felt it his duty to rule it 
out of order. 

Debate arose upon the point taken by 
Mr. Speaker, Hon Mr. Po ley support- 
ing it, Hon. Mr, Davio claiming that tho 
amendment was in order, aud Hon. Mr. 
Beaven, Mr. Semliu and Mr. Cotton 
arguing that both motion aud amendment 
were right and proper. 

The debate was tonally adjourned until 
Monday, in order that Sir. Speaker 
might give a written ruling.

which application for lease has been 
made, but for which leases have not been 
granted, is, approximately, 700,000 »eres. 

SUPREME COUKT REFERENCE ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the second 
reading of the Supreme Court References 
Act, the principal sections of which read 
•3 follows : 

(1). Tho Lieutenant-Governor in Council may 
rofor to tho Supremo Court of British Colum- 
bia, or to a Divisional Court, thereof, or to tho 
' Full Court, for hearing or consideration, any 
niattor which ho thinks fit to refer, and tho 
Court shall thereupon hear or consider tho 

.(ii). In caso the mattorrelates to tho constitu- 
tional validity of any Act whloh has -he ret* 
fore been, or shall horeafter be, passed by the 
Legislature of this Province, or of some pro- 
vision in anv such Act, the Attornpy-bcnoral 
of Canada shall bo notified of tho hearing, in 
■order to bo hoard if he sees fit. 

Hot?. Mr. Davie explained the pro- 
visions of the bill, and was followed by 
tho hon. leader of tho Opposition, who 
endorsed the principle of the bill, and 
promised it his support. 

The bill passed its second reading and 
was committed, with Mr. Semlin in the 
ohair. 

The committee rose, reporting the bill 
complete with amendments ; report to 
be considered on Monday. 

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 

The Attorney-General, in moving the 
■econd reading of bill No. 2, to prevent 
the spread of contagious diseases among 
horses and other animals, remarked that 
the necessity for such a measure had lung 
been felt in the province. Tho diseases 
mentioned included glanders or farcy, 
and hog cholera. 

The mover reviewed tho bill and ex- 
plained its contents before moving its 
■ second reading. \ 

Mr. Milne was glad to ebb such a bill 
brought forward, and suggested several 
other diseases which might properly be 
dealt with in the measure. 

Mr, Martin also suggested improve- 
ments in the bill, who30 value he fully 
appreciated. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven, Mr. Semlin and 
Mr. Booth briefly addressed the House, 
and the bill, passing its second reading, 
went into committee with Mr. Smith as 
chairman. The committee rose reporting 
progress, and the House adjourned until 
Monday at 2 p.m.

A GROUNDLESS CLAIM. 

The Times excuses 'itself for making 
tho false statement it did with respect to 
tho position of parties in tho House 
when Dr. Milne movod the amendment 
to the address, by stating that it derived 
its information from a member of the 
Independent Party. This is no excuse. 
A. journalist-, who understands his busi- 
ness would not dream of depending upon 
an outsider in a matter of that kind. 
Tho Times had its representatives in the, 
gallery, and they could, with very little 
trouble, have found out how partios 
Btood. 

We see that tho News- Advertiser, both 
in its report and its editorial column, 
jnakos the same false statement, and this, 
too, £)n two consecutive days when there 
was plenty of time to correct the mistake, 
if the statement had been made inadver- 
tently and without an intention to de- 
ceive. In order to show the public that 
we are not mistaken, we will do what 
neither the Times nor the News-Adver- 
tiser has had the candor nor the- honesty 
to do — give the names. If the Inde- 
pendents and the Opposition had united 
to vote for Dr. Milne's amendment the 
division would have Btood : .

WORK FUR THE COUNCIL. 

S'nce the Indian reserve has been 
annexed to the city. What is to be done 
with it ? is a question of considerable im- 
portance to the citizens. In its present 
condition it is an eyesore and a nuisance, 
and it can easily be understood that, as 
long as tho Indians have an interest in it, 
its condition will be very little, if at all, 
better. 

What is to bo done with it? The 
answer, it appears to us, is not at all 
difficult. Lot the city get possession of 
it. This, we think, can bo done without 
doing an injustice to tho Indians or any 
ono else. The Indians should be fairly, 
and even liberally, dealt with. They 
should get for their interest in the land 
what it is honestly worth. Wo would 
not Bee them wronged to tho extent of a 
single dollar. Tho land is really of very 
little uso to them, and its acquisition by 
the Corporation would bo a present and 
a permanent benetit to the city. 

Wo beliovo that the transfer of tho 
land to tho city can bo mado in such a 
way as to very greatly improve tho con- 
dition of the Songjsh Indians and their 
descendants. Tho money which they 
would got for such property as they have 
in tho land could be so administered as to 
enable them to livo comfortably in a 
civilized way. What benefit do they got 
from this valuable piece of land now ? 
Vory littlo, indeed. As good land to build 
on and to cultivate, and as well situated 
for tho purposes of the Indians, can be 
had in many places for a comparatively 
email sum. Their contiguity to tho citj 
is not, by any means, an advantage to 
tho Indians, materially or morally. Those 
who are their true frionds must desire, 
for their own sakes, that thoy should bo 
removod fiom a reserve in which thej 
ftro expoaod to temptations which very 
many among thorn have shown that the) 
are not ablo to rosist. Their removal to 
some place at a distanco from tho city 



would, for reasons that are only too ob- 
vious, be beneficial to the townspeople of 
other races. 

Indeed, the removal of the Indians 
from the reservo at some time, and that 
not diBtnnt, is a foregone conclusion. 
They cannot be allowed to occupy valu- 
able land which is required for the im- 
provement of the city. They cannot 
mako a good uso of it themselves, and 
they must part with their right to occupy' 
it to those who can. The shore front of 
the resorve is already needed for trade 
purposes, and it is not reasonable to ex- 
pect ' that it will be permitted to ro- 
inain much longer unimproved. The timo 
is, we bolieve not far distant, when land 
in the city or its immediate vicinity with 
a water front, will be required for tho 
site of a railroad terminus. Part of the 
Indian reservo, as it is called, is admira- 
bly adapted for that purpose. Tho city is 
rapidly extending round the harbor and 
its growth must not be impedod by 
Indians wh'o cannot use the land for the 
purposes for which it is now or will bo 
soon needod. 

It is best from every point of view that 
the Corporation should own tho land, 
and we hope that the present Council 
will tako tho stops necessary to mako it 
the property of tho city. There are 
difficulties in tho way of its acquisition, 
but they are surely not so great as to bo 
insurmountable by business men of 
ability who earnestly desire to promote 
the wolfaro of the city. 



SPOT CASH. 

A very singular scene was witnessed in 
the Legislative Chamber of Olympia on 
Wednesday last. There was a good deal 
of excitement in the Capital of Washing- 
ton State on that day. Tho election of a 
Unitod States Senator was the business 
in hand. The candidates wore Senator 
Squires and Judge Calkin, both Re- 
publicans. The contest, although it was 
a family one, was very keen. The 
partisans of tho candidates fought as 
fiercely and worked as hard as if they 
were members of different parties. An 
incident took place, just beforo the 
nomination of the candidates, which 
showed that tho work which tho can- 
vaBsors were doing was not all of it 
exactly legitimate. While tho House of 
Representatives was proceeding with i's 
work, a member, Mr. Metcalfe, stood up 
in his placo and, holding above his head a 
roll of greenbacks, annuunced that he 
had received from Mr. Harry Clarke, of 
Spokane, five hundred dollars as the 
price of his vote. Clarke was a sup- 
porter of Judge Calkin. This announce- 
ment increased the excitement. An in- 
vestigation was demanded by Squires' 
Upportera, while the friends of Judge 
Calkin loudly declared that the whole 
.thing was a trick to damage the J udge's 
chances of election. Investigators were 
chosen, and the investigation commenced 
almost immediately. Metcalfo told his 
story clearly and without hesitation. 
He had heard that money was being 
used, and ho, with tho consent of some 
friends whom ho named, Was determined 
to find out whether this was tho case or 
not. He put himself in the way of Judge 
Calkin's friends, and it is evident that he 
lod them to beliovo that he was purchas- 
able. It is Bad to say that tho first man 
who approached him with a corrupt in- 
tent was a judge. Tho judge was pru- 
dent, and so Metcalfe appeared to be, but 
when the reader sees the report of tho 
conversation between him and the repre- 
sentative of the people, whoso virtuo was 
believed to be not altogether impreg- 
nable, the object of the judge's roinarks 
can be inferred without much difficulty. 
This is Metcalfe's version of it : — 

" Tho matter of the purchaso of my 
vote was first suggested to me by Judge 
Houghton, of Spokane Falls. I had a 
conversation with Judge Houghton in a 
room off the Calkin's headquarters las,t 
Saturday. Wo sat down together and 
Judge Houghton began to eulogize Judge 
Calkins. Then Judge Houghton said : 
" Suppose you owned the State of Wash- 
ington and were looking for someone to 
represent your interests, whom would 
you choose, a man like Judge Calkins, or 
Senator Squire V To which I replied : 
" Suppose you did not own tho Suito of 
Washington, but I owned a part and 
someone else a part, do you think I would 
want to chooso a man who would repre- 
sent the other part and not mine." 
Judgo Houghton laughed and agreed. 
Then ho said: "In tho last legislature 
there wore several members from Spokane 
who were unpledged on their voto, and 
they wont away each with $1,000 in his 
pockot." I replied: "That's right, thoy 
were business men." Judge Houghton 
laughod and winked and said : " 1 will 
introduco you to Mr. Harry Clarko, of 
Spokane Falls. You can regard what ho 
says as confidential, and can depend on 
what ho says." 

The ico being thus broken by tho 
seductive judge, Mr. Clarke's course was 
clear. Ho had very littlo diffi- 
culty in coming to an appar- 
ent understanding with tho venal 
Metcalfe. His hints given were so 
well understood that Mr. Clarke placed 
in Motcalfo's hands an envelope which, 
when opened in tho presence of that 
gentleman's friends, was found to contain 
two hundred dollars, At the second in- 
torviovv between the bribor and briboo a 
paekago containing six fifty dollar bills 
was thrown upon Mr. Metcalfe's bed. 
This package waB also opened in tho pro- 
sonco of witno8ses. Tho balance of tho 
thousand dollars, whioh was tho prico of

the vote, was to be paid after tho election, 
whether contingent on Calkin's succeBB or 
not, does not appear in tho account that 
we have read. 

Judgo Calkin, it appoarB, was Ta- 
coma's candidate, while Seattle shouted 
for. Squires. The Tacoma papers there- 
fore affoct to beliovo that this bribery in- 
cident was nothing more than a trick 
devised by Squires' frionds to injuro 
Calkin. They are exceedingly severe 
upon Metcalfe, and they declare that 
Clarko was incapable of attempting to 
bribe anyone. Motcalfo's story, how- 
ever, in conjunction with other stories 
told about the practices of American 
politicians, does not appear to be, by any 
means, incredible. It is openly said that 
more than ono millionaire has bought his 
way into the United States Senate. And 
those who say that many members of 
State Legislatures are readily purchasable 
do not tako the precaution to whisper.

A SERIOUS CHARGE. 

Alleged Attempt to Incarcerate a. Witness in 
an Important Case In a Lunatlo 
Asylum. 

The Seattle Post-Intelligencer says 
Some strange facts were brought out before 
Judgo Lichtenberg, on Thursday, when ef- 
forts were mude to huve William De Shaw, 
one of tho pioneers of Puget Sound, com- 
mitted to the insane asylum. 

De Shaw resides at Port Madison, and 
was arrested a few days ago on a warrant 
said to have been issued at the instance of 
his daughter, Alice De Shaw, and taken be 
fore a justice of the peace in that town and 
brought thence to Seattle for a hearing. 

Captain Farnham testified to having 
known De Shaw intimately for thitty-one 
years without having seen any signs of in- 
sanity. Other witnesses testified to Shaw's 
sanity, and stated that the efforts to get the 
old man into the insane asylum are 
prompted by a desire to get hin: out of the 
way. He is an only witness in a case pend- 
ing in the British Columbia courts, involv 
ing over $1,500,000, and the attempts to in- 
carcerate him in an insane asylum for the 
rest of his life was for the purpose of pre 
venting him from testifying in the case. 

The property lies opposite Vancouver on 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. 

Mr. De Shaw was very indignant over 
what he says ure attempts to get him into 
the asylum, and declares that somebody will 
have to suffer for the attempted imprison- 
ment.

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OBSEQUIES OF ROYALTY. 



Funeral Honors to the Hawaiian 
Monarch at San Francisco— Sad 
Impressive Scenes. 



An Immense Throng Follows the 
Remains- They are Transferred 
To the Charleston. 



San Francisco, Jan. 22. — This morn- 
ing King Kulakaua'a body lay enclosed in 
a caskot in the chapel of Trinity church. 
A detail of six United States artillory 
men, battery F, Fifth United States ar- 
tillery, stood guard over the remains, 
The casket was in the contro of the 
chapel. At the foot was a large frame in 
skeleton ferns, containing the simple 
word "Aloha," (farewell). At the head 
was a wreath and at the foot a beautiful 
net work of white roses and azaleas, with 
maiden hair ferns. The casket itself was 
draped at the foot in the usual dead-black 
Bilk, heavily fringed, and about tho head 
was the Hawaiian royal flag. 

Shortly before noon tho casket was 
taken up by tho Boldiers and borne to tho 
chancel of the church. It wa3 placed 
■with tho head toward the altar and the feet 
pointed to the west, to the kingdom of 
Hawaii. At its head was placed one of 
the most beautiful floral pieces seen here 
It consisted of a crown made up of roses, 
azaleas, camelias and hyacinths, with 
yellow white and blue pinks and ferns. 
Above it was a small cross of violets. 
The whole was covered with crepe and 
bound with purple ribbon. Tho coffin 
after being removed from tho chajjel anc 
placed in the chancel, was surrounded 
with Hawaiian palms. 

In the church the pews had been ro 
nerved for tho invited guests, military 
officers, Haw.tiians in San Francisco and 
tho royal attendants. The royal pews, 
reserved for this party, wore in tho ex- 
treme front. They were marked by 
•strips of crepe. These pews wero re- 
served for Col. Hoapili Baker, Consul 
General McKinley, Mrs. McKinley, Miss 
May Cummings (daughter of tno Hawai 
ian minister of foreign affairs), Hon. 
Charles R. Bishop, Glaus Spreckois, Hon 
Cecil Brown, Mrs. Swan, an intimate 
friend of the Queen and tho dead King ; 
tho King's handmaiden, Kalua, and his 
body servant, Kahikina. Col. Macfar- 
lano is dangerously ill at the residence of 
Claus Sprockets, and was unable to be 
present. He will not be able to accom- 
pany Col. Baker to Honolulu on 'the 
Charleston or in charge of the body, as 
had been intended, owing to his illness. 

Long before tho time of the services a 
great orowd had gathered on Post street 
in and around Union square. The scene 
resembled that on the occasion of the 
funeral of Governor Bartlett at the same 
place. Probable 25,000 people were 
gathered there. The military, crowd and 
the police made the scene one never to 
be forgo' ten. 

Long before 1.30 p.m., the hour set 
for beginning the services, the church 
was crowded. Knights Templars sat in 
the front pews ou tho right-hand side of 
the church and tho pall bearers on the 
left-hand Bide. The dead king's personal 
attendants sat in the first pew, in front 
of the pall bearers. Tho body of the 
church, tho organ loft and the gallery 
were crowded and there was not even 
■tanding room. 

At 1.25 the bell began to toll and the 
organ broke into tho solomn strains of 
Beethoven's funeral march. The clergy 
of the diocese, headed by Rev. J. Saun- 
ders Reed, marched down the aisle and 
into the chancel. As Rev. Mr. Reed 
began the sorvice, the onormous crowd, 
which was trying to gain admittance to 
the sacred edifice, lost all sense of 
decency and began to clamor loudly for 
admittance The church was already 
crowded to its utmost capacity and so the 
doors wero shut and the crowd resolutely 
excluded. The casket was surrounded 
by a guard of United States troops, 
which had stood guard over it at night. 
It was covered with a Hawaiian flag and 
over it wero strewn wreaths and bouquets 
of flowers.

He pointed out his numerous 
good qualities, and concluded with a 
prayer for the people of Hawaii, after 
which tho choir sang tho hymn " Rock 
of Ages, Cloft for Me." The creed was 
then repeated, after which prayers for 
tho dead, according to the ritual of tho 
Church of England, wero read. Then, 
while Llio choir smg " Asleep in Jesus," 
tho coffin was borne to the hearse. 

Tho public remained in their seats 
until tho funeral cortege had passed out. 
As soon as the casket had been placed in 
the hoarse, tho pallbearers entered their 
carriages and tho trumpet sounded " for- 
ward, march !"

So, 
followed by nn immense crowd, tho pro- 
cession went down Market stroot. 

On reaching the wharf, two troops of 
tho Unitod States cavalry formed in lino, 
facing tho wharf, and presented arms as 
tho remains wero transferred to Admiral 
Brown. . ...

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A~ SCIENTIFIC INVENTION. 

An Astronomical Instrument Which Re- 
l_ : cords tho User's Observations. 

r ' Carloton Collofro observatory has so- 
curod a curious instrument invented hy 
a scientist at Washington and callo-l a 
"personal equation machine," says a 
Nortliileld iotter to the St. Paul Pioneer 
Press. 

Tho object of tho instrument is to 
harmonize the observations of different 
persons who aro working togethor, at 
different timos -or at tho same timo. 
Astronomers well know that no two pet- 
sons see oxactly aliko, by which is 
inoant, for example, no two persons will 
«ay that a star passes a wire in a telo- 
scopo at oxacbly tho same instant. Ono 
will record its apparent passage slow on 
truo timo, while another will almost 
■uniformly put its timo fast. Observers 
unconsciously form a habit of seeing 
ubjocts fast or slow on true time, and the 
better tho obsorvors tho more steady 
this error is as compared with true time. 
This orror tho astronomer calls tho per- 
sonal equation of tho observer. In 
amount tho personal equation varies 
from .02 of a second cf timo to some- 
thing more than half a second for dilfer- 
ent observers, either fast or slow on truo 
timo. Such errors as theso can not bo 
tolerated at all in astronomical observa- 
tions for fundamental or original work 
of a nice kind, but must be in some way 
eliminated before final reductions can 
•be attempted. 

To accomplish this in ono way an in- 
genious machine has boon constructed, 
which sola in motion an artificial btar 
quite like tho appearance of a real stat- 
in tho telescope. As this artificial star 
passes wires in the machine the observ- 
er records his observations and tho in- 
strument automatically records tho ex- 
act timo of tho real passago of tho star 
over tho same wires. .Now both records 
are. made by tho aid of tho electric cur- 
rent, and consequently aro perfectly 
true. Theso records are taken automatic- 
ally in ink on an instrument called a 
chronometer, and honco their diiFor- 
ences can be measured with tho utmost 
accuracy, and in this way tho error of 
the observer on true time is satisfactor- 
ily known. 

Tho machine is in use every night 
that observers work either together or 
singly, so that changes in individual 
personal equations may be detected, as 
well as tho differences that may exist 
between observers. Tho instrument, 
therefore, furnishes an unvarying stand- 
ard for accu rate observation. 



A WORLD'S FAIR WONDER. 

Tlie Ancient Tower <>r Isabel to lie Repro- 
duced at the Columbian Exposition. 

A reproduction of the famous Tower of 
Babel, as it stood in tho great city of 
Babylon two thousand years ago, will ho 
a foaturo of -the world's fair in Chicago. 
Tho Smithsonian Institution at Wash- 
ington, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat, is to supply tho model, which will 
bo constructed under tho supervision of 
Dr. Haupt, tho distinguished Oriontal 
scholar, and upon his plans. Erected 
on precisely the scale of tho celebrated 
original it will ascend in seven dimin- 
ishing stories, improssivo from without, 
whilp its interior will bo a museum ex- 
hibiting life and affairs as they wore, in 
the mighty ompiro of tho ancient Assy- 
ria, with the most remarkable assom- 
blago ever got together of art works, 
books, and all sorts of other curiosities 
dug out of the vast mounds, which are 
now all that romain of Babylon 
and Ninevoh. Already a Wash- 
ington architect has completed tho 
plan and elevation of tho modol, 
ten foot in height, which will soon bo in 
readiness for shipping to tho oxposition, 
whero it has but to be copied by enlarge- 
ment. Final action on this matter has 
not yet been taken by the management 
of tho fair, bnt thero is understood to ho 
no doubt that the scheme as above out- 
lined will be carried out. 

Tho intention is to construct tho 
building not of bricks, liko tho original 
tower, inasmuch as that would bo too 
costly, but of iron and according to tho 
best methods of modern engineering. 
Ono disadvantage of ancient Babylonian 
architecture was that it was particularly 
unstable. Tho houses, palaces and tem- 
ples, however magnificent and expen- 
sively built, being mado of sun-dried 
brick, with burned bricks only for fac- 
ing, always tumbled down within at 
most a century. Such was tho fato of 
tho Tower of Babol itself, though it 
was rebuilt at least onco by Nebuchad- 
nezzar. Tho city. of Babylon, which 
had 2,000,000 inhabitants and covered 
twico the area of London, stood upon an 
immense plain of clay very suitable for 
bricks, and there was no stono of any 
kind to bo had. Myriads of slaves, toil- 
ing under merciless drivers, built tho 
astonishing public works executed by 
tho kings of Babylon, . just as was tho 
case with tho pyramids. of Egypt. •» 



Going to Find tho North role. 

Dr. Nansen is rapidly preparing for 
his expedition to tho north polo, lie 
will start from Norway in February 
next, in the ship of 171) tons burden that 
has boon specially built for him. The 
vossol is so constructed that she can not 
ho crushed by tho ice, but if nipped the 
floes will simply forco hor out of the 
water on tho ico. Dr. Nanson is pro- 
visioning bis vessel for five years, and a 
dozen men will go with him to share his 
good luck or tragic fate. He thinks it 
will take about three years to drift from 
tho islands of New Siberia across tho 
pole and down the other side to tho 
.southern end of Greenland. The ex- 
pedition, which is carried out by tho aid
